They fear an invasion of 
strikers, and do nob want to bo inndc 
targets for a mob that la liable at an> 
oaomentto lose control of itself. The 
men are fully determiaed to carry out 
their threats of makinp the march. Thoy 
expect to start witli GOO men, and to be 
reinforced with about the eame iiuinber 
from BridRevillo and Tom's Uun. The 
men will startwith several day'd rations, 
and exjiect to be in shape to watch the 
oircndiiiK minora for several days. 

Sheriff Vernon Olark, ol "Washingtou 
county, is fully prepared for any array 
ol inarchinp; strikers thatuiay invade his 
domain. ]t is not generally known that 
at G o'clot;k last night he had nearly 300 
deputies sworn in, wiioare available at 
any time. From the moat reliable in- 
formation it was learned that they are 
all ready with the requielle number of 
firearms and are prepared,todo bneiness. 

The miners who went to work to-day 
are etricken with fear and anticipate 
trouble. The Allison mine had forty 
men at work until jioon to-day, when 
the plant was shut down in apparent 
anticipation of trouble. During? the 
afternoon a coiniuittee from the Enter- 
prise mine paid them a visit. They de- 
cided that the Knlerprise would not 
\Y0'.!; under the present surroiindinRS. 

At a committee uieetini^ at the miners' 
heudiiuarters in this city to-daj' the 
question was asked iiow it would be pos- 
ei bio to march a body of men to stop the 
miners of the N"ew York and Cleveland 
Coal Company from working, livery 
phiiEOof the subject was discussed, but 
no plan conld be hit upon. It was the 
general opinion that the mioers of this 
country are impregnable to attack be- 
cause of their geographiisal position. 

The expected meeting of the board of 
arbitration did not take place tQ-nii;ht, 
the absent members not reaching the 
city. As soon as tliey arrive arranne- 
iiicnta will be made for a genorai meet- 
ing of tfie operatore. 

The situation amon;? llio strikers in 
this district ia practically unclianged. 
The auspension is complete, with the ex- 
ception of the Do Armitt mine, and 
thout^h considerable destitution and suf- 
ferinj;are re|)ortcd amont; the atrikera 
and their families, the ileterinination to 
light it out ia apparently as strong aa on 
the first day o( the strike. 

Coi-uMBDS, 0., July 21.— President 
llatchford said to-nieht, before leavini; 
for West Virginia, tliat all statements 
that tlie strike was not progressing favor- 
ably should be liberally discounted, as 
they are inspired by West Vir^fiiiia opei-- 
ators or Byiupatliizars. 

F.\Tii.MouKr, W.V., July 21.— Kugene 
Y. Deba addressed Beveial hantlred 
miners at Watson's this eveninir, many, 
of them reaching there from Monouk,a 
distance of four miles. Ho denounced 
the reports sent to various papers by 
special correspondents to the efl'eut that 
be is diBGoaraged. Debs' speech wa'j 
socialistic. He denounced the refusal of 
the mayor of Pocahontas to let Sovereign 
speak, as follows: 

" If it is true, we arc no better in the 
1,'nitud States than in lluasia. I'rco 
spticeli is denounced in West Virginia, 
as it ia in Huseia. It bIiowh the de6i)ora- 
tiou on the ])art of the operators, it; is 
like other sclieiiiea of the money power. 
The end ia near. It is cupidity, aud 
cupidity coinniita Eiiicide.

AilERICAN AGCiaESSlOX. 

Recent Events Giving the United States 
Hard Character in Europe. 

London, July 21. — The impression 
that the people of the United States are 
determined to pick a quarrel witb some- 
body ia gaining groand quite rapidly in 
Europe, espeoiallf within the past few 
days. It ia important that this fact be 
promptly recognized in America and aa 
promptly dealt with, for it ia just as poa- 
aible to damage the reputation of a na- 
tion as of an individual, and the conse- 
quences aro much more aerious. Sys- 
tematic eilbrta are being made, not only 
in London, but by certain political or- 
gana in Berlin, Paris and Vienna, to 
put the United States in the role of 
a grabber. The American Republic 
is deatyibed as the moat arrogant 
and grasping nation of the earth, 
and "Yankee insolence" is a com- 
mon newspaper . phrase. It must 
be admitted that the instigators of the 
attack are making , ^clever uaa. of the 
material at their command. It ia repre- 
sented that the wbdlei policy of the 
United States is one of the most hostile 
aggression. Recehtepisodes with Spain, 
Japan and England, and the tcencral 
plan of the tariff bill, of course, furnish 
the points on which the indictment is 
baaed. The point wdiich counta most 
serioualy, however, especially on the 
continent, is a mere matter of form, 
The uae of plain language by Secretary 
Sherman, instead of the circumlocution 
of diplomacy, haa, beyond queation, 
given I'jurope the impreaaion that the 
government of the United iStatea is seek- 
ing a breachof friendly relations. Every- 
body on this side, and probably every- 
body in the United States, understands 
that the same expressions between 
European chancelleries would be ac- 
cepted aa tuntacbount to a cbuUeuge of 
war. 



FAVORS ARBITEATION. 

Lord Salisbury Has Been Assured That 
Such Is President JHcKinley's 
AtUtude. 

London, July 21.— A correspondent of 
the Associated Press, learns that while 
statements in the English press to the 
effect that Sir Julian Pauncefote brought 
from the United States the draft of a 
new arbitration treaty are untrue, it is 
a fact that Sir Julian discussed the 
queation with Secretary Sherman, and 
since his arrival here has discussed it 
with Lord Salisbury, being assured that 
President MclCinley is in favor of sucli 
an arrangement. 

It ia now semi-ofncially reported that 
on international conference will be held 
at Washington early in October on the 
basis of John W. Poster's suggeatiou on 
behalf of the United States government 
that experts representing Great liritain 
and the United States shouUl meet and 
compare the results of their investiga- 
tions with a view to arriving at an agreed 
state of facts.

Orr.vwA, July 21.— C. If, Wilkinson, 
on behalf of the Britiali Yukon Com- 
pmy, haa made an ofler to the minister 
of the interior to build a wagon road 
through the -White Pfl88,ior,.f2,0p0^per 
mile.

About eight miles of the road would be 
very difficult to' build. It would take 
about ^7,000 per mile, being all rock ex- 
cavation, iu the opinion of Mr. Wilkin- 
son to construct this eight miles.

Cajitain Tuttle saya that he cannot 
allord to lay long in ,St. Michael's, as his 
whole crew will become daft, and he con- 
tinues: "1 almost feel aa if I would like 
myaolf to go up the river, and I certainly 
Mould do El were I twenty years 
younger."

— A dispatch from 
Ottawa says: "William Ogilvie, chief of 
the Canadian international boundary 
survey, has set all doubts at rest as re- 
gards the Canadian posts by reporting 
that the obsetvations of the American 
and Canadian parties as to the bound- 
ary differed only a few feet, six feet at 
Fo'rty-mile and the snrae at Cudahy. 
Since then nothing baa been heard of 
the alleged grab. Ogilvie stayed in the 
country last winter, and busied himself 
in staking oil" claims for miners in the 
newly diBCOverod placer grounds, the 
latier being well in Canada, and 
the rivers and creeks flowing into the 
Yukon from the east, namely Bonanza, 
Boulder, Eldorado, ]\londyke and Stew- 
art. Of themounted police 'aIio formed the 
lirst detachment not one re-eulisted 
upon the expiration of their terms this 
spring. It was not expected that men 
would continue to work for the (govern- 
ment at a day when wages all around 
them were $10 and $15. Five of the re- 
turned policemen are reported to have 
brought back $200,000 as the result of 
their work in their share of the mines. 

Ogilvie was ordered to return to Ot- 
tawa lafct fall, but instead he determined 
to remain in the country and forward a 
full report to the government o£ his do- 
ings, from which the following are ex- 
tracts: 

" Startinir from hero, say December 1, 
it woukl be l-'cbruary before J reached 
Ottawa, and during the thirty-seven or 
forty diivK of thia Liniu I would be ex- 
posed to aiucli coUl and iuivdship anil 
some hazard from storms. Tbe jonrney 
has been made, and I would not hesitate 
to undertake it were things more season- 
able here and dog food plenty, but it 
would take at least $1,000 to "eiiuip up 
with transport and otiilit, which Bum I 
think I can expend more in tbe inter- 
est of the country by remaining here. 

"The Clondyke, a miBpronunciation 
of the Indian words Troan-Auick, which 
means plenty of fish, from the fact that 
It is a fainouB sahnon stream, is marked 
Klondike on our mans. It juiiia the \'ii- 
kon a few iniloa al)ove the site of Fort 
Kidiance, fifty niiles above hi;ro. Tbe dis- 
covery of gold in thia filreaiii, 1 b'jlieve, 
was duo to the reports of Indians. A 
white nuui named George, Oorinacl;, who 
worked with men in lSS7,\vaa liraL to take 
advantage of the rumor, aud loi-aicil a 
claim in tlie first brancb, winch wa" 
named by the miners Konan/acreek. Cor- 
mack reached his claim in Aiiguat,hat he 
had to locate some logs and get ))rovi- 
sions to enable him to begin work on 
his claim. Ho returned with a few 
weeks' provisions for himself, wife and 
brother-in-law (Indian), in the last o! 
August, and set about working bis claim. 

"The gravel itself he had to carry in a 
box on Ills back from 30 to 100 feet. Not 
withstanding this, the three men work 
ed very irregularly, washed out ^;I-(,'iOO 
in eight days, and Corinacl; asserts that 
had lie had proper facilities lie could 
have done it in Uvo ilays. 

"A branch of the Bonanza, named 
I'lldorado, has prospected magnificently, 
and another branch, Tilly creek, baa 
prospected well. There are about 170 
claims staked in the main creek, and the 
branches are good for as many more, 
aggregating aomo 300 claiinS; sonio ot 
which will require over a thousand 
men to work properly, A few 
miles further up, Bear creek enters 
■the Klondyke, and it hast been pros- 
. peoted<aaa located on. Ahout twelve 
miles above the mouth of Bear creek, 
Gold Bottom creek joints the Klondyke, 
and on a branch named Hunker- creek 
verv rich ground has been loand. On 
Gold Bottom creek and branches there 



other creek much further up which they 
call Too-Much Gold creek, on which the 
gold is Eo plentiful, as the miners say m 
a joke, 'you have to mix gravel with it 
to sluice it.' Up to date nothing definite 
has been heard from this creek. 

"From all this, wo think wo have 
here a district which will give l.OUU 
claims of -100 feet in length each. I^^ow, 
1,000 such claims will require at least 
;j,000 men to work them properly, and 
aa wages for working in the mines are 
from !fS to If 10 per day, wo have every 
reason to assume that that particular 
territory will in a year or two cont.iin 
10,000 souls at least, for the news has 
gone out to tbe Fast and an unprece- 
dented inllux is anticipated next spring. 

" And this is not all, for a largo creek 
called Indian creek joins the Y^ikon 
about midway between the Klondyke 
and Stewart rivers, and all along this 
cieek good pay dirt may bo found. All 
that stood in the way of working here- 
tofore has been the scarcity of provisions 
and the difficulty of getting them up tbe 
river. Indian creek is quite a large 
stream, and it is probable it will yield 
,500 or GOO claims. 

" Further south yet, lie the heads ot 
several branches of Stewart river, on 
which some prospecting has been done 
this summer, and good indications found, 
but the want of provisions has prevented 
development. Gold has boon found in 
eeverai of the fjtrenms joining Pelly 
river, and also all along the Hootalln- 
qua. In the lino of these finds further 
south arc the Cussiar gold fields in Brit- 
ish Columbia, so the presumption is that 
we have in our territory along the 
branches of .the Yukon a gold bearing 
belt of indefinite wealth and upwards of 
300 miles long, exclusive of the British 
Columbia part of it. 

'•Quarts of a good quality ia reported 
in the hilla around Bonanza creek, but 
of this I will be able to speak more fully 
after my proposed survey. It is pretty 
certain from information I have from 
jirospectors, that all or nearly all of the 
nortliern brancb of White river ia on our 
side of the line, and copper ia founci on 
it. Ihave also seen a specimen of silver 
ore, said to have been picked up in a 
creek flowing into Bennett lake, about 
fourteen miles down it, on the eastern 
side. 

" When it was fairly eatablished that 
Bonanza creek was rich in gold, there 
was a rush from Forty-Mile. The town 
was almost deserted. Men who had been 
in a chronic state of drunkenness for 
weeks were pressed into boats as bal- 
last and taken up to stake out claims." 

COVETING THE GOLD 

Even ThonEta Eastern Canada Is Timid 
About Helping a Railway. 

ToKOOTO, July 21.— The Globe says of 
the Yukon: "Wealth such as this is 
national wealth, and the nation ehould 
get some advantage from its exploration. 
At present there is a fee of if,') for each 
claim located. It is evident that this is 
inadequate, and a system of royalties 
■would undoubtedly best cover tbe cape. 
Customs arrangements should also ba 
made as perfect as possible. The difli- 
culty of accomplishing all this in a re- 
gion so remote and so inacceasiblo is 
quite apparent, and no one expects that 
time and space can be annihilated. A 
■word of warning is also neccFsary. There 
ia not so much likelihood that a Klon- 
dyke craze can be produced at thia dis- 
tance from tbe scene na has evidently 
taken hold of the dwellers on the I'a- 
citic coast. Meverthelesa, it ia just 
worth pointing out that a man 
who goes to that country without 
the means of keeping himself for a long 
period c»)urtB destruction. He cannot 
come back whenever he likes. He is 
apt to be tied up over winter in a place 
where mere necessaries of life sell at 
fabulous prices. The present position 
of things makes it essential that the 
uold-seeker should be a capitalist in a 
small way before he attempts to face the 
privations of the Arctic region.

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOOVKn, July 22.— la the police 
court yesterday afternooa Henry James 
was charged with deserting froni the ship 
Pass of Melfort, on March 21. He plead- 
ed guilty and said that certain members 
of the Salvation Army had assisted and 
encouraged him to desert. Chief of Po- 
lice Stewart said he intended to follow 
the matter np, and sentence in the boy's 
case was accordingly deferred for a week. 

Considerable interest is being mani- 
fested in the election to All the alder- 
manic vacancy in Ward I. A requisition 
ia now in circulation asking Mr. W. J. 
Pace to be a candidate, while Capt. H. 
A. Mellon has been requested by numer- 
ous ratepayers to contest the seat. He 
■will give his answer in a few days. 

Some time ago the post oflice was re- 
naoved from Shoal Bay to Bickley Bay, 
the change being made according to re 
port on the reconunondatiou of Mr 
Maxwell, M.r. An indignant protest 
was forwarded to Ottawa by the settlers 
around SlioiU Bay, and Mr. Alaxwell has 
now gone np North to investigate into 
the matter. 

About 400 tons permontli of coke from 
Union ia being stiipped through this 
city for tlio Hall Mines smelter at Nel- 
son. The coko is brought into False 
Creek by scow. 

Mr. R, Balfour, the superintendent of 
bridges on the Crow's Nest Pass railway, 
engaged about thirty bridgemen in tliis 
city last evening to go up to work on the 
road. Mr. Balfour leaves to-day for 
Macleod, and anyone desiring such epi- 
ployment should address htm at that 
place. 

A despatch appearing in the Eastern 
preea, dated Vancouver, tells of a large 
number of deaths from heat, the fatal- 
ities being said to bo more numerous 
than in any year since the smallpox out- 
break of 1885. As that outbreak was in 
Montreal, and there has been no exces- 
sive heat — consequently no deaths from 
that cause — in Vancouver, is ia evident 
that by some mis-chance a wrong date 
has been placed on the despatch. 

The steamer Capilano left this morn- 
ing for Chilcat Sound. She had a full 
complement of freight and passengers. 

It is reported that several cattle have 
been Biftughtered suffering from tuber- 
culosis. The city health committee have 
ordered every milkman in the city to 
produce a certificate from a veterinary 
surgeon at once. 

The Vancouver Cricket Club won from 
a team picked from the crew and pas- 
sengers -of the steamer Empress of 
India yesterday by an innings and 26 
runs. 

A young man named Roy Hagin, a 
resident of Clearbrook, Wash., employ- 
ed at the Miocene company's mine in 
the Cariboo, is reported to have been 
shot and robbed by highwaymen whila 
going up to the mine along the Cariboo 
roau on a bicycle. Hagin's injuries are 
serious. The higtjwaymeu have not yet 
been arrested.

Mr. Mar- 
tin, however,eaid that block 49 had been 
selected and the jail is going to be built 
there. 



WESTMINSTER. 

New WESTMiNSTEn, July 22. — Reports 
from Steveston state that the catch of 
salmon in the river continues light, 
though large numbers of hsh are being 
caught in the traps at Boundary Day. 
It IS not expected that the big run will 
commence before the end of the month. 

Mr. H. Armour, the keeper of the 
lighthouse at the Sand heads, reports 
that seven fishermen are missing and 
are feared to have been drowned. A few 
days ago Mr. Armour rescued two men 
who had been upset, but he reports that 
at the end of last week, owing to the un- 
eeaworthinesa of his boat, he was unable 
to put out to two men who were carried 
past the lighthouse clinging to their up- 
turned boat. He intends to request tiie 
marine and fisheries department to pro- 
vide him with a proper boat and also 
with a rocket life-saving apparatus, the 
latter being rendered necessary owing to 
the strength of the current. 

Capt. Peele has been figuring up the 
distances to the Klondyke, by some of 
the routes, with the following result: 
Krnm Capo Flattery to the mouth of the 
"*i'ukon, '_','J 1.) miles ; from the niouth of 
the Yukon to Dawson City, !,S50 miles, 
juaking a total by water of 1,01);; miles 
to the Klondyke. I'>om Capo i''lattery 
to Juneau, 1,100 miles; from Juneau to 
Daw^son City, (175 miles, muking a total 
Ijy laiui and water of 1,775 miles to the 
Klondyke. Steam boats run to Fort Sel- 
kirk, a distance u[ l.',025 miles from the 
mouth of the Vakon. 

Mr. R. II. Campbell, who is in this 
city, has received a letter from one of his 
men in the mines on the lluraetly, con- 
veying the news of the death of Dm .Mc- 
Oallam, who was drowned in the llorne- 
fly Biver, a short distance below Mollat 
-Greek, on the 12th inst. He was 
driving logs and he fell into the water, 
and as although he was a good swim- 
mer he made no attempt to save 
himself, it ia generally suiiposed the 
cause of his death was apoplexy. Old 
Dan McCallum will be remoiiibered by 
many an old-timer, and was familiar to 
everyone in Cariboo, having Ijeen proa- 
pectinn and mining there ever aince the 
beginning of the sixties. Ho hail lieen 
working on the Horsclly river between 
twelve and fourteen years, and was the 
discoverer of the now famous Horsefly 
mine. 

SAHDON. 

There is little doubt now that Sandon 
■will be incorporated before September. 
There ia still some opposition to the 
movement, but tlioao in favor are known 
to he greatly in the majority, and are 
becouiinfi more enthusiastic daily. A 
committee lina been at)pointcd to pre- 
j)are a petition, the object being to in- 
corporate before September 1, when the 
special iiieorporalion act expires, where- 
by a majority of the property-owners 
can secure incorporation 'by a properly 
drafted petition to the Lieiit.-Governor- 
in-Council.

SLOGAN CITY. 

At the meeting for the purpose of 
electing city commissioners the follow- 
ing citizens were chosen: Messrs, 3Iow- 
at, York, Bradshaw, Gran, Colpman, 
Cavanaugh, Henderson, Foley and Wioh- 
mann. 'Ihe question of the road to the 
Arlington basin was discussed. It Was 
the unanimous opinion that the town 
should co-operate with the mine owners 
in the construction of the road, and the 
city commissioners will immediately cir- 
culate subscription lists to raise the 
amount required over and above the gov- 
ernment and mine owners' contribu- 
tions. The estimated cost of the road ia 
?8,500. 

The government has sicnified its will- 
ingness to contribute $1,000 towards the 
new road up Lemon creek, and the mine 
owners are expected to make up the bal- 
ance required. 

Machinery for the new saw mill to be 
Reeled between Slocan City and Lemon 
creek by Toronto parties was taken down 
'the river last week. The owners of the 
mill have contracted by 25,000,000 feet 
of timber belonging to the O.P.R. in the 
Slocan river valley, and work will be 
commenced shortly. 

If plans now being made do not mis- 
carry, Slocan City will in the near future 
have a sash and door factory. D. Mc- 
Callum who ran a similar enterprise in 
Kaslo for three years, has been in the 
city this week looking over the ground, 
with a view of establishing himself hero 
in that line, and informed the News that 
if he could make suitable arrangements 
with the C.P.Ii. he would put up his fac- 
tory on Lemon creek, near the new Ar- 
not and Shook sawmill, which ia now be- 
ing erected.

SEATTLE AND THE YUKON. 

During a short viuit to Seattle yester- 
day I conversed with a number of buai- 
nesB men in regard to the trade of the 
Yukon. In fact it was practically im- 
possible to converse with them on any 
other subject. The city is excited be- 
yond anything I ever saw during my six 
years' residence there. The excitement 
afTecta aUclaasea,all ages and both eexee. 

I found a very general belief tliat 
Seattle would secure the bulk of the 
Yukon trade, for the mercbanta seem to 
have been under the impression that the 
Dominion government proposed to let 
think;s continue as they have been in re- 
gard to the collection of duties, I men- 
tioned to a prominent wholesale grocer, 
who has done an immense outfitting 
trade, that a customs honaeofiScer would 
probably be put on at an early day. 
Within an hour a number of persona had 
hunted me up in another part of the 
city to find out jiiat what I could tell 
them. One question put to me by many 
was as to where the personal outfit of 
miners would go in duty free. I men- 
tion this incident to show how keen the 
interest in the trade is in Seattle. 

The merchant of whom I have spoken, 
said that Seattle would fight for the out- 
titting trade ; but he admitted that Vic- 
toria would be able to secure the general 
supply buBinesa in si)ite of anything 
Seattle could do. He said that Seattle 
might control the outfitting trade be- 
cause BO many people come by way of 
that city, and that when it came to a 
matter of prices, they would cut freely. 
All the persons with whom I epoke fully 
conceded the superior chance of the 
British Columbia cities, but hoped by 
working bard to be able to hold the 
trade they now have. 

Aa to the magnitude of that trade 
few moments' conversation with any of 
the buainess men will demonstrate that 
One gentleman, whose opportunities to 
judge of what id being done are of the 
heat, said: "It haa stimulated every 
line of business. You would be simply 
amazed to eee how orders are coming in 
So-and-BO (mentioning a well-known 
firm of grocers) have had to put on eight 

or ten extra men. Mr. told me 

that he wanted iiia partner to refuse any 
further orders until they had worked ofT 
tho.^o on baud." 

The Portland, which sailed yesterday 
the Queen and the Mexico, which sail 
later, have all the paBsengers they can 
carry. At least so I was informed, and 
there is no doubt about the Portland, 
One man said tome that tho Mexico was 
advertised in tlio morning to sail, and 
that at noon he had busineas at the paa 
senger ofllce, when a man came in and 
asked for a ticket for a cabin psBBage, and 
was told that they were all taken . 

My observations in Heatlle, and my 
conversations with people who are in a 
position to know how the public mind is 
afTeeted all over tlie United States, con 
viuce me that if no discouraging news is 
received from the Yukon the rush into 
the country will surpass anything that 
has ever been known.

TEE DUTY OF THE HOUR. 

There is good ground for supposing 

that upwards of ten thousand men will 
find their way into the Canadian ^■ukon 
this fall or at tho lirst rush next spring. 
This will only bo the beginning if tho 
iromise of present indications are ful 
h]. It is not easy to limit the aurif- 
• aresi' of the Yukon valley. The 
' diecovered was in the valley of 
- . •■■ Mnqua, five hundred miles 
'>, and it is perhaps within 



bounds to say that the gravel of every 
stream tributary to the thousand miles 
of the Yukon and its branches in Cana- 
dian territory carries' more or less gold. 
In Cariboo, as is well known, the old 
river beds are very rich. Whether such 
beds exist in the Yukon valley, and if so 
whether they are gold-hearing, is not 
kndwni becaaae there haa yet ibeen no 
incentive to look for them. Auriferous 
quartz baa been found in more than one 
ocality, but while fabulously rich placers 
are available to the prospector no one 
will spend his lime in looking for ([uartz. 

We have these facts certain : An area, 
including tho Cassiar, -approximating 
250,000 square miles, is auriferous. We 
exclude from consideration anything 
south of the 5Sth parallel. This is nearly 
twice aa largo as the wholo of California 
and more than six times as large as the 
gold producing portion of California. 
There never was such a find in Califor- 
nia aa that reported from Klondyke. 
The logical deduction from the aforego- 
ing facte seems to be that the Yukon and 
Northern British Columbia will be a per- 
manently productive region — using tl;e 
word "permanent" iu the senso in 
which it is generally employed when 
speaking of a mining region, and that it 
may become the greatest gold producing 
district in the world. We think the peo- 
ple of Canada, and eapecially the people 
of the seaboard cities of British 
Columbia ought to act at once upon the 
assumption just advanced, which is 
really more than an assumption, and as 
near au approach to an absolute cer- 
tainty as anythingof that nature can be. 
The question before our people is not 
how they shall secure a part of what 
naturally would go somewhere else, but 
how they will prevent others from get- 
ting what would naturally come here. 
The territory is Canadian. The avenuea 
into it are Canadian, for the narrow 
strip of territory in debate may be left 
out of consideration, because it is easy 
to arrange for transit across this. The 
British Columbia cities are the nearest 
sources of supply. If we cannot win in 
the competition with these advantages, 
we deserve to lose. SucceES in this most 
promising competition will only come 
if our people take hold with good busi 
ness sense and enthusiasm. We say good 
business aeuso is needed, for already 
cemplaints are made by persona going 
nto the Yukon from this Province that 
a disposition exists to hold prices on 
some linea of goods so high that it will 
be cheaper to outfit in Seattle and pay 
duties. Probably these are certain lines 
of American goods that are better fitted 
for the Yukon than any Canadian cooda 
yet in the market. If this is so, there 
ought to be uo valid reason why they 
cannot ba sold as cheaply in Victoria aa 
in Seattle, that is, saying nothing about 
the duties , for these would have to be 
paid in any case. Enthusiasm is needed, 
for the world, not simply Canada and 
the United States, but tho whole civil- 
ized world must be impressed with tho 
fact that these great gold fields are Cana- 
dian gold fields, and that Canadian mer- 
chants here on the Coast can supply 
everythine the country needs, and that 
Canadian transportation linea can do all 
the business oQering. 

JAPAN DEFIANT. 

To Count Okuma, Premier of Japan, 
is attributed the statement that his 
country will not permit llie annexation 
of the Hawaiian islands by the United 
States, The language said to have been 
used is that of defiance, and will very na- 
turally arouse a bitter feeling in the na- 
tion to which it is addressed. There is no 
gainsaying the importance of the islands 
in a strutegic sense in respect to the con- 
trol of the Pacific ocean. Usually the 
argument miide use of in the United 
States to induce public opinion .to sanc- 
tion annexation is that it is necessary in 
order to protect the Nicaragua Canal. 
A more ridiculous proposition ia hardly 
conceivable. In the first place the canal 
is not built, and may never be built 
under United States backing, but apart 
from thiB it ia monstrous nonsense to 
talk of protecting the canal with islands 
several thousands -ol miles-away as the 
base of operations. San Francisco would 
be a much better base, and 
matter of coureo f^os Angeles a lar 
better one still. The real value 
of tho Hawaiian islands to tlie 
United States consists in their, position 
in the centre of the Pacific ocean, where 
a strongly fortified naval station and 
coal depot can be established. If tho 
United States contemplates the great de 
velopment of her naval and commercial 
marine ou the Pacific, the Hawaiian 
islands, while not absolutely essential, 
would be of very great benefit. In the 
event of the foreign policy of our neigh 
bors assuming an aggressive aspect as 
regards Asia— and there are things more 
unlikely — tho possession of the islands 
would bo indiBpensablc. 

At this particular date it ia not easy 
to suggest any reason why it oan make 
tho least diflerenco to Japan, who owns 
the Hawaiian islands, except, so far as 
the rights of the Japanese there resident 
go, and these are not of such magnitude 
as to be worth a war. But Count Okuma 
is looking ahoiul. He realizes that tho 
interests of Japan and tho United States 
may be antagouistic. Ho does not 
need to bo very familiar with 
the history of tho race, which is 
the dominant one in the United States, 
to know how difficult it is to set a limit 
to its possible aggressiveness. He under- 
stands perfectly well that the men, who

Joseph Hall stated that he had pur- 
chased the pamphlet from Ruthven at 
room 03, Victoria hotel, ou July 11, 
and at the same time he had 
been given a coujjlo of handbills by 
Ruthven advertising lectures. Hall 
stated he had asked the defendant for a 
work called "The Eye-Opener," hut 
Ruthven did not have it. 

In cross-examination witness stated 
he was a Boman Catholic and had heard 
of the sale of books from Father Nlcol- 
ayc. Witness ^aid tbe book Grimes of 
Roman Priests was ofTensive to his reli- 
gion as it attacked the priests and was 
immoral. 

When the witness was asked to point 
out what parts in the book were im- 
moral, Mr. Martin objected on the 
ground that it was a question of law as 
to whether tho book was immoral or 
not. Mr. Martin also took objection to 
the information on the ground that the 
defence should have been served with 
the ptissages in the book that were 
claimed to be immoral. 

Tlie witness pointed out passages in 
the pamphlet which he said tended to 
immorality. He had bought the book 
after a conversation with Father 
Nicolaye and took it to Father Nicolaye. 
Mr. Mills was there at tho time. 

When the court met in the afternoon 
Mr, Martin had another objection to 
make at the start. It had been decided 
n tbe morning that all the witnesses 
sliould withdraw from thd court room 
until wanted, and he found now that a 
witness who was to be called had sat all 
the forenoon hearing the proceedings. 

INIr. Hunter explained that it had not 
been intended to call tho witness, aa it 
was not known till the recess that ho 
was to be a witness. 

Mr. Martin spoke about the matter as 
a L'roEs impropriety but the magistrate 
onsidered the explanation of Mr, Hun 
ter as quite ample. 

E. J. Blaquier, who was next called 
was handed one of the pamphlets. Mr. 
Martin aaked to see it and at once took 
objection to it that it was not a copy of 
the pamphlet in the information. 

Mr. Hunter stated that while not a 
fac simile it was the same book. 

The prosecution then said they would 
lave one book compared with the other 
and it was handed over to two persons 
present to compare. They were pro- 
ceeding to the chiefs room to go through 
their ta.sk when Jlr. Martin had another 
bjectiou. No one had a right to take 
the informatiou and the cctiibit tiled 
out of court. 
Mr. Mills: " Well, let your own clerk 
J it." 

Mr. Martin: "lam not here to aid 

the prosecution." 

:Vd<iresH tbe court Mr. Martin, 
please," said the magistrate urbanely. 

Mr. Martin tbouglit the magistrate's 
remarks should be addressed to Mr. 
Mills. 

I might say the same thing to Mr, 
Mille," saiil tiie magistrate," smiling, 
and I hojie it won't occur again." 
Next came Mrs. Mary Brinlcmac, who 
ad bought a pamphlet from the de- 
ndant at his room on July 14. She 
id not read the contents of the book, 
10 said, but only the title. She bad 
bought the book because she had heard 
f the lectures, and wanted to see what 
tho book would say. Slie had eeeu sini- 
ar books in the bureiiu drawer in dc- 
eiidant'a room. 
Mr. Martin put the witness through a 
erv sti ir croi^s-exaiiiinatioii. The reason 
.d for saying the hooka in the 
ureaii drawer were the same aa the 
lie iilie had boui'lit was liecausu they 
lid blue covers. She had not read their 
ties. She was a coiiHin of .Joaepii Hall's 
id a Roman Catholic. Her only reason 
for getting the book was to see what 
tuthven said. 

"If BO, why did you not read the 
book?" asked Mr. Martin. 

' Because it was not fit to read," was

the answer. And her reason for this was 
that when she saw Ijy the title, "Crimes 
of Komish Priests," that it purported to 
bo an attack on the priests and her re- 
ligion, that was enouirh for her.

The Board of Trustees Select This 
New Official of tlie City 
ijcliools. 



A Nova Scotia Educationalist of 
Creditable Attainments and 
Experience. 



Oat of aixty-seven candidates for the 
inspectorship of the city schools, the 
board of trustees last evening selected 
Mr. Frank H. Katon.of ICentville, N.S., 
to (Hi the newly created office. The 
making of a choice— and the beaj, poaei- 
b!e choice — was no easy matter, for the 
candidates not only came from every 
quarter of America, but they included 
BO many practical educationalists of 
marked ability and undoubted compe- 
tence that selection of the most fit was 
exceptionally difficult. 

An entire week was devoted by the 
luembers ot the board to the examina- 
tion of the applications and accompany- 
ing testimonials. Then selection ballots 
were taken and those who received no 
votes dropped, each trustee in this pre- 
liminary ballot putting in the names of 
a number of those whose applications 
had been moat favorably entertained. 
On the completion of tJiia preliminary 
v.-efJi!'.;:, the board settled down to hard 
Btudy of the eitiuUion, and after two 
lionrB' lU'liberation and a progresaivo 
seriea of ballots announced as unanim jua 
the eelection of Mr. Katoui The filling 
of the priucipalahip of the Boya' Central 
was deferred until next week, when 
other positiona on the teaching mail' will 
also be tilled. 

Mr. Eaton sraduated lirat from Acadia 
University, Nova tjcotia, and afterwarda 
from Harvard, aubsequenily taking the 
poat-graiiuate at this latter famous insti- 
tution. In hia earlier teaching days lie 
had practical experience in every grade 
of public school work, from the elemen- 
tary up to and inelnding the principal- 
ship of one of the highest academiea. 
For eleven years be was mathematical 
master in the provincial normal ecliool 
of Nova Scotia, where he' assisted in the 
training of several thouaanda of teachers. 

in addition to hie intimate knuwludue 
of Canadian euhools, lie hua made him- 
aelf familiar with the public achool aya- 
teme of the United States, and twice ho 
has visited luirope for the express pur- 
l)ose of Btiidying educational BVHtems as 
rarried out in Ciermany, Great Britain, 
Switzerland and France. 

Incidentally he has held some educa- 
tional positions of considerable impor- 
tance. For many years he has been, 
and he ia still, a member of the board of 
governors of Acadia University, and also 
a member of the senate of McAtaater 
University, of Toronto. For a number 
of years he was mathematical examiner 
for the Halifax University, and twice he 
was elected president of Summer School 
of Science for the maritime provinces. 

Among those who testify in terraa of 
liigheat commendation to Mr. Eaton's 
talents and hia fitness for thopoaitiou to 
■which he has juat been appointed, are 
David Allison, L.L.IX, president of 
Mount Allison University, Sackville, N.

SEAL COMPANY'S SUIT. 

Supreme Court Refuses a Decision of the 
Claim Against the United St.itcs 
Government. 

New Yoiuc, July 21.— Judge Wallace, 
of the United States circuit court hero, 
nearly n year ago in one of the suits 
brought by the UnitedStatea against the 
North American CommMciar Company 
awarded the government $170,257 
as rentals and royalties for seal- 
ing _ privileges on the Pribylot islands 
during the year 1801. Tho company 
aet^ up a counter claim of $'280,000, 
which they claim had been made 
by the order of tho secretary of tho treas- 
ury reatricling the catch' tliat year to 
7,500 head. It was claimed that the 
proviaiouB of the revised atatutea, which 
were applied to a later period than 1894, 
allowed a catch of 10,000, and that the 
secretary of the treasury had no right to 
issue the order. Tlie matter was carried 
to the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals, which to-day referred the question 
of the counter claim to the United States 
supreme court for instructions, Tho 
court refused to give a decision. 



SIIOCKING ACCIDENT. 

BtiiSgy With Four People Struck by a Train 
at a Crossing. 

Si'OKANK, July 21.— A special to the 
Spokeanian-Review from Cu3ur d'Alene, 
Idaho, aays : 

The train leaving here at 5.30 o'clock 
this afternoon struck a buggy at a cross- 
ing six miles from here. Tho buggycon- 
tained Mra. Tlios. Holmes, Mrs. Knute 
Knutaen and two small children, a boy 
and a girl, children of Mrs. Ilolniea. Th^ 
girl, aged 10, was instantly killed and the 
boy is badly injured. Both ladies are in 
a critical condition, and tlieir recovery 
ia doubtful. The horse also waa killed. 
As quickly as the train could be stopped 
the trainmen picked up the unfortunates, 
and backed up to Coeur d'Alene. On 
tho way, in the baggage car, Mrs. Holmes 
gave birth to a child. Passengers on the 
train aay no blame attaches to the rail 
road men. 

Mra. Holmes and Mra. Kniitsen are 
both mothers of large families, and are 
aged between 35 and 40 years. 



A FAMILY STARVED. 

Once Well-to-do People of Arkansas Perish 
From Starv.-itlcn and Exposure. 

Four S.MJTii, Ark., July 21. — A shock 
ing case of destitution came to light in 
thia city yesterday. In an old shanty 
within the shadow of the United States 
jail, lying upon a pile of straw and 
covered with rags, was found 
Mrs. John leaner, the widow of 
once well known resident of this 
city, almost dead with malarial fever. 
In another corner lay two scantily 
clothed corpses. They were tho bodies 
of Mrs, Hauer'a children, one (i montha 
old, tho other 4 years. The children had 
died from disease, expoaure and starva- 
tion. In tho hut were alao found Mra 
Jordan, Mra. Hauer's mother, and three 
living children, all of whom were fast 
yielding to the pangs of hunger. Mra 
llauer was removed to a hospital, where 
alie will die.

BARBER POLES.

Rl-idom Styles nnd Decorations ■ 
I'ol^-H Are of Iron. 

They aro using in the west to sorno 
( Stent now a barber pole Qf galvanized 
iron, which has bands and otJier orna- 
niental projections and is painted iu 
the same manner as awooden pole. Au- 
Dtber western polo has four upright 
strips of iron, around which aro wound 
spirally otlier iron .strips, malciug a lat- 
ticed pole. Tho spiral encircling sfrips 
are so painted as to form the usual 
Btripee. There is talk now of alumin- 
ium barber poles, which would bo 
much moro o.xpcasivo, but would bo of 
extreme durability aud could always bo 
sold at so much a pound. 

In the east, the barber poles used are 
almost all made of wood, and iu fact 
tho barber poles everywhere aro prinoi- 
pally of wood. Tho wood commonly 
use is soft maple. 

liarher poles arc mado in various 
sizes, but stuiidard full size poles are 
mado il und 10 feet iu length and from 
8 to 12 inches iu circumference. They 
aro sometimes mado 14 inches iu oir- 
cunifcrencc, but that is minsnal. There 
is now in force in this city an ordinance 
reqtiiiiiig that outside barber poles sluill 
b(! ke])t within the stoop line, aud that 
they shall not exceed G feet in height. 
Before tho adoption of that ordiuanoa 
the largo pole most commonly used in 
this city was 10 feet in height and 10 
inches iu diameter. Since tho ordinance 
came into force there has been hero an 
increased usi; of door poles and window 
pole.s', (hcso being very much sleudor- 
or, aud in the case of tlio window polos 
very much shorter. The doOT poles 
stand beside tho doorway or entrance. 
In tho case of a basement .shop, where 
tho polos would lie at tho beginning of 
tho steps, and so in sight along tho 
sidewalk, they are placed upright. 
When placed bcsido a ground floor door- 
way, tliey arc slanted outward slightly, 
so that tho top projects beyond tho 
building front. Tho window polos, 
which lire Khort little polos with a gild- 
ed ball at each end, aro fixed at an an- 
gle to iron brackcls sectored to the win- 
dow casing. A barber is likely to use 
two door poles, ouo on either side of 
tbe door, nnd ho may use window poles 
also, .so that in this city tho number of 
poles used is greater than ever before, 
though it may be that their aggregate 
bulk is no larger than that of the small- 
er number of larger poles that once 
stood by the curbstones, or were other- 
wi.so conspicuously placed. 

There hnve been made barber poles 
with spiral stripes simulated by stripes 
painted diagonally pn tapering strips of 
botird. Years ago, too, there were made 
some barber polesoffopr strips of board, 
tapering and nailed together, making 
an obelisk shnpeil sign, which was 
striped in the usual way. But the pole, 
uHtitiUy in some simple form, was the 
common thing, aud this developed grad- 
ually into the moro elaborate pole now 
commonly used, wliich is made with 
perhaps bands or other shapes turned or 
otherwise fa.steiicd upon it, tmd with 
greater riclics and variety of ornamenta- 
tion. Pretty much all poles aro snr- 
mouutcd by a gilcled ball. Other shapeiB-^ 
pear, for instance — have been made 
for !i linisli, but tho ball i.s tho most 
popular. Willi tlie more ehiborate poles, 
with bands and carving.s and panels, 
and with the .spaces of thn length more 
broken rip, came more elaborate styles 
of coloring, and more or less departure 
from tho nsual spiral stripes, poles being 
painted with the conventional colors, 
but with diamond shapes, and so on. 
But now, wliile poles arc mado as elab- 
orately as ever iu shape, there is rather 
moro simplicity of coloring, imd tho 
most elaborate of poles are pretty sure 
to show the spiral striping .somewhere, 
the clear spaces on the polo between tho 
oriKiiMcntal designs being thus painted. 

Lcs:- liluo is used in strijies thau for- 
iiirrly, I he stripes being now usually of 
red and white, aud the red generally 
used is :t shade darker 'than formerly. 
More gold than ever is now used on the 
big tn-u:iiiiental polos. Besides, on the 
tops it is sc'nietinics used iu stars aud 
otlier gilded oiiinmrntatiou, und there 
are poles of vBxions sizes mado with 
spiral gold stripes on a black body in- 
stead (if a white body. These cost more 
than peilos striped in colors, but tho use 
of llieni is incrtasing. More black aud 
gold poles ;iio used in the west, whero 
jjeople seem to Kpcnd moro money on 
bttrber juiles than iu tho cast. But ev- 
eryw lu re llit^ spiral stripes are the bar- 
ber's syiiiljol, whether tliey aro painted 
on a ])olo specially designed for a sign 
or on a telegraph pole, or, as may sonie- 
tiinos be seen in sinsiUer places, around 
tile trunk ot a tree, — New York Sun.

Victoria Enterprise to Provide 
Transportation Faeilitiea ou the 
Northern fiivers. 



Philip Ferguson and Jack Ilargreaves 
are two residents of Seattle who have 
been to the northern gold fleldfl, aad are 
going back again. Tfie former ex- 
perience was neither pleasant nor profit- 
able, for they were among the disap- 
pointed Cooks Inleters of last season, 
and returned with curses upon this lips 
for the entire northland. Yesterday 
they came to Victoria, determined to 
try their luck again. They would havB 
taken the Portland from Seattle yester 
day, but learned that goods purchased 
on the American side would in all pro ba 
bility be obliged to ])ay duty henceforth 
Victoria in consequence reaps the beueli 
of their trade, as it would the trade o 
ten thousand otbefa similarly bound had 
the go\'erhment Bhown itself alive to the 
requirements of the times. 

Nothing has however been done — or 
at all events no intimation has as yet 
been received by the deeply-interested 
business men oi' Victoria of customs 
otlicials having received their instruc 
tions to take up duty on the northern 
boundary. 

It waa un Tiiestiay that the board of 
trade wired their last urgent request for 
action, Mr. Hewitt Rostock, M.P., Dr 
Milne and Mr. Templeman endorsing it 
and Senator Mclnnea supplementing 
with tlie foUowinc dispatch to the act 
ing Premier, Sir Bichard Cartwright: 

" Moat important that cuatoms officers 
should be " imrnediately 'statiorie'd at 
White, Chilcoot and Chilcat passes 
Thotisands revenue lost each steamer 
Instruct Collector Milne send three ofli- 
cera on next steamer, which leaves on 
'28th instant. Tremendous rush to 
Yukon certain. Please answer." 

And yet no answer baa come, wiiile 
every day that passes without action 
sees BO many thousand dollars lost to 
Canadian business and the federal rev 
enues. Victoria merchants are at pre 
sent in the best position to cater^ to the 
trade of those outfitting for tbe^i^orth. 
It is to be hoped that the government 
will realize the situation, and make the 
necessary appointments before everyone 
has gone in who intenda to, and the de 
mand for auppliea becomes satisfied. 

The locking up of the stable door after 
the stealing of the horse gives no one 
either comfort or satisfaction. 

TBAKSPOBTATIOJT PACItmES, 

Steamboat traffic to the distant North 
was never before so brisk as it is at 
present — not even in the brichtest days 
of the Alaskan excursion boom. Tno 
Portland, aailing yesterday, was obliged 
to refuse passengers and freight fully a 
fortnight prior to her sailing date. Tlie 
Queen, which calls at the ocean dock 
here this evening, is similarly crowded, 
and will, for the convenience of the 
many miners who monopoli/.e her steer- 
age quarters, continue her run past 
Juneau and through the canal to Dyea. 

Then comes the Mexico on Sunday, 
the Islander the following Wednesday, 
and possibly the City of Seattle a few- 
days later, both the Islander and the 
Mexico being scheduled for second trips 
on theirrettirn4 

To provide for the navigation of the 
upper rii'ers, Victoria enterprise is also 
at work. The residents of this city were 
a trifle alow in "catching on" to the 
magnitude and importance to them of 
the Yukon discoveries, but they are now 
awake and right in the line for business. 
The C.P.N, realize that if they can land 
passengers and cargoes at the mines 
insteail of at Dyea, some eix hundred 
miles or more distant from them, it is 
so much the belter for all concerned. 

Hence they have lost no time in liav- 
ing designs ])repared for a lirat class 
steamer in all particulars suitable for the 
river trade. The materials will betaken 
to St. Michaels In bond from here, and 
there the craft will be put together dur 
ing the winter months, so that it will be 
ready to convey men and supplies up the 
Yukon as far as Dawson, or even beyond 
that point, just as soon as spring has

brokeil the river. The plans call for a 
fast and comfortable steamer of strength 
nnd exceptionally liKht draft, in every 
way specially adapted for the particular 
trade in which it is to be engaged. 

Nor will this bo the only Victoria boat 
in service on the Northern waterways, 
for already a second transportation com- 
pany is in formation here, the object of 
whose organization is to provide suitable 
steamers for service on the Stickeen and 
the Yukon. Further details of this en- 
teroriso will bo available very shortly. 

That the provincial government also 
is fully alive to the necessity of acting 
promptly in getting good communica- 
tion into the Yukon, is proved by the 
fact that it has been decided to act at 
once on Mr. Callbreath's advice and put 
the trail from Telegraph creek to Teslin 
lake in lirst-clasB order. Thia was the 
reply that Hon. J. H. Turner gave to 
Messrs. D. 11. Ker, Simon Leiser and 
Charles Ilaywaid, who waited upon the 
executive yesterday to urge theneceppity 
of the work contemplated. Men will be 
sent up at once to push construction. It 
must not be forgotten, however, that 
already the trail is passable for packing 
goods over. There is good water coui- 
KUinicalion on the Stickeen to Telegraph 
creek, and from Teslin lake to Klouilyke 
flat-bottomed boats can navigate. Con- 
sequently thia ia bound to prove a well 
travelled thoroughfare into the mines.

Spokane and Kootenay towns have 
caught the infection despite their confi- 
dence in the ultimate great future of 
their Oft'u section, while Victoria, Van- 
couver and Nanaimo refuse to discuss 
any other proposition at present than 
those based upon Klondyke. 

The Coal City ia perhaps contributing 
the greatest percentage of its population, 
for no fewer than thirty-four more pil- 
grims came down to Victoria yesterday 
to complete their outfitting and await 
the sailing of their steamers. Many of 
these— one party of fifteen ia stayinK at 
the Queens-^inteud taking the steamer 
calling to-day, having been provident to 
engage passage a long way in advance. 
They include Messrs. A. M, and J. 0. 
McGreu'or, R. Gibson, Thomaa Keith 
ex-M.P.P., W. W. Gray, Win. Webster, 
Charles Snowden, H. B. Shaw the boat- 
builder, M. Hubbard until recently elec- 
trician for theN.V.O. Co., Alfred Speck, 
J. White, A, Duggan, George Lister, 
Sam. Webster, Joseph Neens and Mal- 
colm Wood burn — the latter four veterans 
of the famous Hornets. 

N. McLennan of Kamloop3,and George 
P. Ciilbertof this city, are also to leave 
by the CJueen to-day, and so will 0. H. 
VanMillingen and J. F. Sugrue. The 
following are among those who will be 
their fellow passengers: Hugh Martin, 
George Smart and W. Kingston, of Win- 
nipeg; R. MoncriefT, H. Williams, Robt, 
Smith, C. Bird and William Walters, of

APPEAL FROM CUBANS. 

Supply of Ammunition Needed to Make This 
Summer's Campaign Effective. 

New Youk, July 21. — Tomas Estrada 
Palma, president of the Cuba junta, has 
received a letter dated July 4, from 
Gen. Maximo Gomez, in which the gen- 
eral says : 

'It ia advisable to make thia sum- 
mer's campaign aa active and aggressive 
as possible. To carry out our plana suc- 
cesefully, we will need rather than any- 
thing else a steady supply of ammuni- 
tion. For that we depend on the sup- 
port of patriotic Oabans and frientae 
at road. 

'The recent landing of several expedi- 
tions in difTerent sections of Cuba has 
enabled our men to engage the Spanish 
troops with satisfactory results. The 
remarkably largo number of disabled 
soldiers entering the Spanish liosjjitals 
in the last two weeks is the most em- 
phatic proof of our activity. 

"I have received a half-million rounds 
of amniunilion from the last expedition 
landed in Caniaguey. It was conveyed 
across the Jucaro-Jloron trocha by Colo- 
nel Diniaa Zamora, with 300 men. The 
passage of the trocha by Colonel Zam- 
ora'a forces shows that the barrier de- 
fended by lo.OOO Siianish soldierH is no 
obstacle to our movements. The last 
supply of ammunition enabled our forces 
under Major-General Carillo to move 
westward." 



HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 

The Bin Not to be Discussed While The 
Treaty is Still Pending. 

Washington, July 21. — The senate 
committee on foreign relations to-day 
discussed briefly the bill introduced by 
Senator Jlorgan for the annexation of 
Hawaii. It decided to postpone further 
consideration of it while the annexation 
treaty is still pending. 

The committee also decided to investi- 
gate the status of the Olayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and appointed a aub-committee 
coiipistiiig of Senators ^Morgan, Lodge 
and Culluiu, for the jiurpuae. 



DISCTJSSIN& THE TARIFF. 

Animated. Debate-in the Senate,- on tiie Con- 
ference "Committee's 'Report. 

WASiirNGTO.v, July 21.— The Senate to- 
day further diB;yu6Eed the Conference 
Committee's report on the tarifl" bill. 
The early hours were spent in purely 
formal work. The first contest arose 
over amendment 050, relating to print- 
ing paper. The conference reported a 
retaliatory proviso as follows: "That 
if any country or dependency shall im- 
pose an export duty upon pulpwood ex- 
ported to the United States, there shall 
be imposed on printing paper v. hen im- 
ported from such country or dependeucy, 
an additional duty of one-tonth of 
one cent per pound for each dollar 
of export duty per cord so imposed 
and proportionally for fractions 
of a dollar of such export duty." Sena- 
tors Vest and Jones, of Arkansas, and 
Teller, vigorously protested against this 
amendment, saying that it was anew 
provision not acted upon by the senate 
or the house, and beyond the power of a 
conference committee. The Vice-Pres- 
ident announcing his decision that the 
point of order was not well taken, the 
reading continued until the hide amend- 
ment was reached, when an, animated 
discuBBion was held. 

The reciprocity amendment occasioned 
a lengthy debate. Mr. Teller enquired 
why the President had been restricted 
to two years in making reciprocity treat 
ies. Mr. Allison explained that it waa 
desired to have our commercial relations 
definitely established within a reason- 
able time. It was believed this would 
be accomplished within two years. Mr. 
Teller said his first thought was that the 
committee' were afraid to trust the next 
President. Mr. White criticized the 
provision that reciprocity treaties 
afiould be approved by congresa. Mr. 
Allison explained that congress had no 
means of negotiating with foreign gov- 
ernments, BO that a treaty was essential 
before any reciprocal plan of tarifi" re 
duction could be executed. 

The conference amendment ptriking 
out the senate provision for a stamp tax 
on bonds and stocks aUo led to discus- 
sion. vTbeiormalreading of the confer- 
ence report was complete at 5.25 p.m., 
and the senate at once went into execu- 
tive session. ' 



OBJECTIONS TO POWDERLY, 

Why the Labor Unions Oppose His Appoint- 
ment to Office. 

Washington, July 21.— The objections 
to Mr. Terence V. Powderley, filed by 
the labor organizations against his ap- 
pointment as commissioner-general of 
immigration, are numerous and definite. 
It is charged that he waa never a Re- 
publican until he went into the cam- 
paign last fall, but that when he ran for 
mayor of Scranton, Pa., he wag largely 
identified with the Democrats. It is 
also charged that he was an ardent ad- 
vocate of the free coinage of silver as long 
as he was identified with their organiz- 
ations, but became an apostie to the 
silver cause laf-t fall. His troubles with 
the Knights of Labor, which led to his 
being expelled from the organization, 
will also be presented. 

Enquiry among senators indicate that 
if Mr. Powderly's nomination- was 
brought to a vote he would be defeated. 
In deference to the President, however, 
it is not expected that the question will 
be brought to a vote at this Beaslon, but 
will be held over until next December. 

Some of the Republicans lielieve Pow- 
derley's confirmation will cost tlie Ke- 
publican party 10,000 votea in Ohio next 
fall. The feeling of hostility grows 
largely from the fact that while the 
laboring men were for Bryan, Mr. Pow- 
derly went into the Eepublican service, 
receiving therefor, it is charged, $15,- 
000. 



Keyolvers at a Baoquet, 
','MAnuiD, July 21. — At a banquet given 
last evening at Saragoasa, in honor of 
Senor Moret Pondergaat, Liberal leader 
tnd former minister, Count Kounian- 
oncB made violent attacks upon "the 
Spanish minister beyond the seas," re- 
ferring evidently to Senor Dupuy de 
Lome. A representative of the govern- 
ment who was present intervened, re- 
senting the count's remarks and a free 
light ensued. The government repre- 
sentative drew a revolver, and finally 
the whole company was ejected from the 
hall where (he banquet was given, after 
which tliey forineil in groups and paraded 
the streets shouting" Long live liberty."

It Win Be Contained in YeUow Bottles for 
Which Coast Dwellers Are Asked 
to Look Out. 

BicRLiN, July 20.— The special corres- 
pondent of the local Anzeiger, sent on a 
steamer chartered by his paper for the 
purpose of witnessing the ascent of Prof. 
Prof. Andree, and who graphically do- 
scribed the thrilling occurrence, iiou- re- 
lates some things which may be expect- 
ed to occur in the near future. In the 
first place he says that before Andree 
started, he asked that seamen and coast 
dwellers be requested to be on the look- 
out for news from him, which will be 
convoyed from his ariel vessels in small 
bottles, which, when they fall into the 
sea, will bob up with their neck above 
the waves. Tlie bottles are painted yel- 
low, with blue stripes, and from the 
necks jiroject email Swedish flags. They 
are not made of ulass, but of a very light 
metal, and are large enough to contain 
co])ieB of daily niomoraiida of his pro- 
gress toward the Pole. These metal bot- 
tles aio BO made, however, that they will 
bo able to witliataiul the pressure of ice 
where other materials would bo in danger 
of being cruBlied in the lloea.

AMMUNITION WORKS EXPLOSION. 

fatality in the Loading Department of the 
Winchester Arms Company. 

New Haven, Conn,, July 21. — Four 
women and two men were killed to-day 
by an explosion in the loading depart- 
ment of the armory of the Winchester 
Kepeatiiif; Anna Company. Two men 
wore fatally injured and at least a dozen 
seriously injured. The dead are: Wm. 
I''. Baumer, Mrs. >larf Harnieister, Mies 
Josie I'rennan, IMisa Ida Lrowu, William 
Hill, Mies Tracy Conroy. Fatally injur- 
ed: Cleorge Barderof, Edward Bardorof. 
The exploaion took place in the loadiii;; 
room. Employed in this room was 15U 
hands, two-thirds of them girls and wo 
men. Nearly all the female hands art 
employed on loading machines. A full 
complement of hands were at work in 
the room when the exploaion took place. 
Forty feet of the side of the building was 
blown out and fragments of human 
bodies were scattered in every direction. 
All available pliysiciang, the lire depart- 
ment, j)olice, ambulance and hospital 
corps were speedily Hummoned. 

Harrowing scenes were enacted as a 
vast throng congregated about the jilace. 
The victims who were alive were made 
as comfortable as jioesiblo and conveyed 
with all poBsible speed to their liouies. 
Two bodies had been decapitated. The 
others had been partially torn asunder, 
and still others had been dismembered. 
The cause of the exjiloaion has not been 
determined. Edward Barderof died 
after being taken to the hospital. T. G. 
Bennett president, of lbe.com pan;^, said : 
" We have been running autoniatic load- 
ing tnacbinea for more than 20 years and 
this is the first time anyone has been in- 
jured. Since the adoption of these ma- 
chines we have not had accidents in the 
use of black gun powder." Bennett ex- 
preestd the belief that through careless- 
ness of an operator, . or, powder. boy the 
machine that exploded had been over- 
charged.
